KMUD's Pirate Radio Adventures at the Mojave Phone Booth 

The Mojave Phone Booth was a phone booth that rang 24 hours per day, 7 days a week, month 
after month, year after year, with people calling from all over the planet with the hope that 
someone, anyone, would answer the most remote phone booth on Earth. Installed shortly after 
World War II at the request of local miners, the phone booth was miles from civilization, deep 
in the desert near Death Valley. For more than fifty years it was the most curious landmark in a 
wild and desolate area of the Mojave National Preserve until it was removed by park officials in 
May 2000. 

On March 20, 2000 an adventurous and enthusiastic crew from KMUD descended on the Mo- 
jave Phone Booth for a historic pirate shortwave broadcast from the site. The phone booth had 
been publicized in the media in the past including the Art Bell radio talk show. One of the 
KMUD operators that evening called the Art Bell show and spoke with guest host Peter Weiss- 
bach. KMUD was allowed to give the time / frequency for their broadcast but not the phone 
number (which was 760-733-9969). However, the phone number was well known and also 
available on the internet, setting the stage for a live pirate call-in show transmitted by KMUD 
on 6851 and 3450 kHz. 

KMUD crew members spent three days and two nights in the Mojave National Preserve and re- 
call the weekend as being perfect for their activities. Careful planning had gone mto the techni- 
cal arrangements. Antennas were erected & transmitter equipment finely tuned. The batteries 
were charged and ready to go. An audio pickup and mixer were connected to the phone. Wires 
and cables were everywhere. 
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Everything seemed to work like a charm. No park rangers visited the phone booth that weekend 
and definitely no one from the Federal Communications Corporation. After half an hour of test- 
ing KMUD signed on with Art Bell's "The Chase" theme. The signal went out in AM mode 
with about 20 watts of carrier power. A CD of wolf calls played atmospherically in the back- 
ground as the KMUD crew interviewed callers on the air. The effect worked beautifully - no 
one seemed to notice that coyotes, not wolves, are native to the desert. 

KMUD's broadcast consisted of callers, some music and station IDs, and the announcers en- 
couraging listeners to call the phone booth. An interesting woman caller suggested that the Mo- 
jave Phone Booth was drawing its power from UFOs held at "Area 5 1" in Nevada. Two callers, 
who had been apprised of the KMUD broadcast, reported on reception conditions. Two report- 
ers from Canadian television arrived at the phone booth just prior to the KMUD broadcast. 
They interviewed the KMUD operators before the show & taped them fielding phone calls 
This must have been a first - shortwave radio pirates broadcasting live interviewed by televi- 
sion journalists. 

One woman who called during the weekend was an official with a Zurich-based financial insti- 
tution. She called from St. Moritz, where she was facilitating a seminar for corporate CEO's. 
Several weeks earlier, the woman had been touring the desert and happened upon the phone 
booth and found it ringing. She answered some calls and learned all about the booth's story. 
After returning to Switzerland, she called the booth herself during the weekend of the seminar. 
She and the KMUD crew members made arrangements for them to place a collect call in the 
middle of the night from the Mojave Desert to Switzerland. During that second call, a special 
discussion seminar was held via telephone for the CEO's who doubted the booth existed. Un- 
fortunately, neither of these calls was relayed on the air since one occurred before broadcast 
time and the other after KMUD had signed off for the evening. 

I am grateful to the participants for sharing their experiences and reflections regarding this ex- 
traordinary story. The events of KMUD Mojave Phone booth weekend could be woven into a 
much longer article, probably even a book. The broadcast was well documented on audio and 
video. It is not clear how many people heard the broadcast live but those who did were audio 
witnesses to pirate radio history. The beautiful and captivating Mojave environment was a 
natural setting for this fascinating weekend of KMUD broadcasting - people connecting with 
other people, their voices shimmering through the ether, the power of radio bringing them all 



Covert Comms

Last month I reported that the V13 "New Star" station had announced a mailing address 
as well as an email address. It looks as if the email address no longer works. Mail to 
w2789@hotmail.com bounces. A reception report sent to that address came back with a 
message saying the mailbox is unavailable. The interesting thing is that this account closed 
down in a short amount of time after New Star gave the announcements including this address 

Last month I also speculated as to why New Star would give an announcement asking 
for listener comments. After all, this numbers station has been active for many years now, and 
to read an announcement giving an email and snail mail address seems strange. The fact that 
the email address no longer works adds to the mystery. 

Could it be possible that Taiwan intelligence lost contact with an agent, and this is a 
ruse to have the agent send an email to let them know he's OK? Or is it a method to get all 
agents to check in* This is highly unlikely, as Chinese intelligence would have intercepted the 
email announcement, and having one or all of your agents suddenly send email to you (which is 
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easily traceable) would give them away. Even sending a letter to the announced address would 
be risky. It would even be risky for any Chinese citizen to send a letter to the station requesting 
a QSL. The Chinese government and the citizenry are very suspicious of everyone. Someone 
sending a letter to a broadcast station the government knows is used for intelligence work 
would surely result in an arrest & imprisonment. 

Since the email address is down, we are only left with the mailing address of P.O. Box 

12587, Taipei, Taiwan. So far I haven't heard of anyone receiving any replies to mail sent to 
this address. This is probably your best bet to receive a QSL, if in fact they decide to issue 
them. I've been trying to hear New Star again in order to send them a reception report, but I 
haven't been able to catch them on their 8300 or 13750 frequencies. I don't know if it's due to 
propagation or if the station has not been active on these freqs. 

Another story that's been circulating recently is the fact that some video feeds from US 
reconnaissance aircraft was broadcast in the clear over communications satellites, which was 
picked up in Europe by viewers with satellite dishes. The video purported to show UN troops, 
including US military personnel, on the ground in Bosnia. 

A satellite TV viewer in England, John Locker, stated that he had first picked up the live 
feeds in November. He had since been trying to alert the US and allied militaries, but nobody 
was listening. Locker finally went public with the information. 

According to NATO and US military spokesmen, the video feeds are unclassified and 
contain no useful information to a potential enemy. 

While the video may not necessarily give away any information, they do certainly give 
away the capabilities of the US military to spy on ground targets. The video, from P-3 aircraft 
and Hunter unmanned drones, show that the US has the capability to spy on targets about 20 
miles away through cloud cover at night. 

You would think that the US military would be using secure, encrypted satellite links 
instead of an unencrypted link that could be watched all over Europe. On the other hand, 
intercepting this video may be as innocuous as milcom listeners listening to USAF comms on 
1 1 175. I'm sure if the media got wind of how some SWL's listen to military freqs. they'd 
probably be making as big a deal out of it. 

The movie Windtalkers is due out soon. This movie portrays the use of the Navajo 
language by the US military to thwart codebreaking efforts during World War II. I haven't seen 
the movie yet but plan to. The Army recruited soldiers from Navajo reservations who were 
used to pass information in their native language. According to a documentary on the subject 
last year on the History Channel, the codetalkers had devised their own code within the Navajo 
language. Thus, when the Japanese had captured a Navajo soldier (who wasn't a code talker) in 
order to try to break the code, he was unable to figure out what the code talkers were saying. 
The method provided secure communications for the US military that were never broken during 
the war.
